"We. must be prepared only 
as the best nations are prepared.

is not a matter of selfishness, but it. is 
the same principle 
as 
that which 
prompts'the fatheT to provide flrst for 
his own family and then give atten- 
tion to those about him.

"There must be a new birth of citi- 


zenshlp In America when the war has 
ended. 
We have taken our citizen- 


ship too lightly. We have grasped .at 
its privllegos and disregarded much 
of Its responsibilities. With increased 
material 
woalth there is always the 
danger'of decay, unless we brace our- 
selves for the" test.. But there are 
some grounds for assurance. 1 am an 
ootiralat and I cannot help but see 
the strength and stability of our gov- 
ernment and social Institutions as the 
great bulwark of the nation In the 
coming crisis.

The university extension movement 
has taken root in Holland and The 
Hague in the form of a "Volks", o- 
People's, university, which proposes 
to throw open the doors of higher 
education to the slenderest purse. 
This movement early made its way 
in Aiuerica, and 
has 
subsequently 
spread widely in Europe. 
The Idea 
has been in the minds of Dutchmen 
for a quarter of a century, and to 
same 'extent put into practice, but it 
took definite and concrete form when 
the first Dutch "Volks" university be- 
gan its coures in the capital, Amster- 
dam, 
in 1913. This institution proved 
a big success and the war brought it 
yet more students, for many of those 
thrown out of employment entered tne 
university.

Wilson's Arguments Are Said to 


Have Overcome President's Preju- • 


dice Against Social Affair.

TCaBhin'gton,, D. C., 'Nov. 15.—Presi- 


dent Wilson's opposition to the old 
custom'of holding an inaugural ball 
has been overcome, it IB stated here 
on good 'authority, by the persuasive^ 
ness of Mrs. Wilson. The First Lady 
of the Land enjoys functions of the 
sort, and there is Joy in Washington 
at the news. 
Four years ago President Wilson 
started his career of precedent break- 
ing by calling off the inaugural ball, 
a step which 
was not 
appreciated 
here at all. The ball has always been 
a big money maker and resulted nor- 
mally in reimbursing those who had 
contributed to 'the 
decorations and 
other expenses incidental to the in- 
auguration. 
. 
The information that there is to be 
a ball this year comes from a friend 
of Mrs. Wilson. Mrs. Wilson had de- 
cided on the ball some weeks ago, it 
is said, but did not care to have it 
mentioned until after the election for 
obvious reasons. 
It is said that the president's orig- 
inal opposition to the ball was based 
on a misconception, which has been 
corrected by Mrs. Wilson. 
Washington is due for a dry inaugu- 
ration period, probably the first in the 
history of the country. 
A law which 
became effective March 4, 1913, the 
day President Wilson was inaugurat- 
ed, prohibited the sale of liquor in 
the District of Columbia on Sunday 
and inauguration day. 
As March 4 this time falls on Sun- 
day there will be two dry days in 
succession, as the inaugural ceremon- 
ies will be-March 5. Thus forewarned 
those voters of the 'arid west 
who 
Joined their brothers of the dry south 
in 're-electing 
Wilson 
will "bring it 
with 'em if they want to licker up" on 
inauguration day in Washington. 
The 
neighboring state of Virginia became 
"dry" Nov. 1, and a large section of 
Maryland is dry.

To enter a saloon in Washington on 
either of the two days mentioned will 
be as easv as breaking into the vaults 
of the United States treasury. There 
will be "nothing doing" for the ''hoys 
who may want to celebrate in the old 
fashioned way for fifty-five hours, at 
least, in Washington. 
On top of this discovery comes an- 
other—that the "drys" might be able 
to put through the next congress the 
resolution submitting a constitutional 


amendment for nation wide prohibi-

164 representatives 'in the next house. 
That is seventy-six short of a suffi-
